A rusty musket and an ancient sil­ 
ver watch were fo und at the bo tto m 
o f ihe Meriinac river a few days ago 
which suggest an interesting histo ry.

The hammer was do wn and 
there was no bullet inside. The watch 
is the mo st interesting relic o f the 
two ; its exterio r and interio r are 
finally engraved, but o nly the latter 
can be seen, as the actio n o f the 
water has wo rn away mo st o f the o uter 
engraving. 
It is a hunting scene, 
sho wing an Indiao o n sno wsho es 
armed with a knife and a hatchet, 
awaiting the chargt^pf a mo o se that 
has turned at bay.

this inscriptio n: 
“Presented to Jo shua Armstro ng o n 
his 21st birthday by his lo ving mo ther, 
Prudence Armstro ng, April 10, 1620.” 
The inscriptio n o f the maker is as 
fo llo ws: 
“Jo hn Bro wn, Astro llo ger 
to his Majesty, 189 Thread needle 
street, Lo ndo n.” The disco very has 
given rise to many speculatio ns. 
It 
is po ssible the place was the scene o f 
a tragedy, as it was famo us stamping 
gro und o f the Indians and is near 
where they buried their dead and the 
squaws cultivated maize. 
The dates 
sho w that the watch might have been 
o n the spo t when the Indians held 
the land and the actio n o f the water 
upo n it indicates that it has laid at 
the bo tto m o f the river fo r many 
generatio ns.

is absolutely unsuited for the position 
for many reasons, some of which 
Alonzo J. Whiteman could furnish if 
he chose. 
In a sarcastic spirit I 
suggested in my paper one day that 
Stivers would be a good man for 
speaker, and, with his usual abtuse- 
ness, he accepted the suggestion in 
good faith and swallowed the sarcasm 
with the same avidity that pickerel 
gobble a spoon bait. 
Therefore I 
consider Stivers is my special pet 
candidate, and I will watch his lurid 
career with interest.’’—Press. 


Trouble With Itasca County. 
A delegation from Itasca county 
interviewed the attorney general Sat­ 
urday in S t Paul, in relation to the 
trouble over commissioners. It seems 
that the county has been divided into 
districts, as required by law, acid 
three commissioners at large were 
elected at the last election. Now the 
old ones that received the appoint­ 
ment from the governor do not wish 
to give up their positions, and the 
new ones insist that they were elected 
by the people, and claim the offices. 
It seems as if the only way out of the 
difficulty is to declare the offices va­ 
cant, divide the county, and hold a 
new election. 


Not a National Calamity. 
M. A. Dauphin, president of the 
Louisiana lottery, died Sunday even­ 
ing. 
The great gambling concern 
will find it no easy task to supply his 
place, for its brains and business 
energy have been concentrated in 
thia one man for twenty years. Daup­ 
hin was the lottery and the lottery 
was Dauphin. Already crippled by 
the rigid enforcement of the lottery 
law, the robbers will be further 
handicapped by Dauphin’s death. 
To lose him is not a national calamity. 
—Tribune. 


The Primary Teacher. 
An exchange, whose editor prob­ 
ably knows how it is himself, pub­ 
lishes the following: 
Lift your hat reverently when yon 
meet the teacher of the primary 
schools. She is the good angel of 
the republic. 
She takes the little 
bantlings, fresh from the home nest 
and full of his pouts aud passions— 
an ungovernable little wretch—whose 
own mother admits she sends him to 
school to get rid of him. This young 
lady who knows her business, takes a 
whole car-load of these little anar­ 
chists, half of whom single-handed 
and alone are more than a match for 
both of their parents, and at once 
puts them in the way of being useful 
aud upright citizens. At what ex­ 
pense of patience, toil and soul-weari- 
ness? Here is the most responsible 
position in the whole school, and if 
here salary were doubled she would 
yet receive less than she earns. 


More of Them Needed, 
A society for the prevention of cru­ 
elty to animals is needed in every 
town. They have a real live society 
in Minneapolis and whenever it sees 
a horse neglected or suffering it ties 
to its harness a card like this:

Interesting Relics. 
A rusty musket and an ancient sil­ 
ver watch were fonnd at the bottom 
of ihe Merimac river a few days ago 
which suggest an interesting history. 
The musket was broken at the grip 
and otherwise showed marks , of dam­ 
age. 
The hammer was down and 
there was no bullet inside. The watch 
is the most interesting relic of the 
two; its exterior and interior are 
finally engraved, but only the latter 
can be seen, as tho action of the 
water has worn away most of the outer 
engraving. 
It is a hunting scene, 
showing an Indian on snowshoes 
armed with a knife aud a hatchet, 
awaiting the chargijgpf a moose that 
has turned at bay. The inside of the 
outer case bears this inscription: 
“Presented to Joshua Armstrong on 
his 21st birthday by his loving mother, 
Prudence Armstrong, April IO, 1620.” 
The inscription of the maker is as 
follows: 
“John Brown, Astrologer 
to his Majesty, 189 Threadoeedle 
street, London.” The discovery has 
given rise to many speculations. It 
is possible the place was the scene of 
a tragedy, as it was famous stamping 
ground of the Indians and is near 
where they buried their dead and the 
squaws cultivated maize. 
The dates 
show that the watch might have been 
on the spot when the Indians held 
the land and the action of the water 
upon it indicates that it has laid at 
the bottom of the river for many 
generations.

showed the true Indian spirit, and to-night 
the greater part of his band is dead, w hile 
the rest are scattered and pursued by sol­ 
diers, who are giving no quarter. 
Sunday m orning dawned 
bright and 
warm as a sum m er’s day. 
Every one of 
the soldiers had their overcoats off and 
were talking weather. 
The fifteen Indian 
scouts had been gone two days and no word 
from them . 
Little Baltic .-tarted out at 
daybreak, and at 10:30 was seen dashing 
over the ridge for camp, waving his hat. In 
a few m inutes he was ut the genial Maj. 
W hiteside’* quarters w ith the good news 
th at Big Foot was only eight miles away. 
Boots and saddles were sounded, and ii 
ever a lot o f men got out of cam p ilia 
hurry it was the veterans of the Seventh. In 
a few momenta they were hurrying over Hic 
ridge eastward tow ard Porcupine butte. 
Passing that they turned north and cast, 
descending the slojie to the Porcupine val­ 
ley, where they soon found Big Foot’s band 
draw n up in line like soldiers and appar­ 
ently ready for battle. 
Three were over 150 war-1 ike bucks, heav­ 
ily arm ed, facing the cavalry that they met 
iast in 1876 on the Little Big H orn. 
Big 
Foot advanced from his side and Maj. 
W hiteside from the boys in blue. 
Big Foot started in for a long talk on 
how weary he wa* of running around, and 
said he wanted to open his heart to the 
chief of the soldiers. 
W hiteside was there, 
however, for busine**,not talk and said that 
he must surrender or fight. 
Like a magic 
np went a flag of truce and Big Foot sur­ 
rendered his baud of over one hundred and 
fifty warriors and 250 women and children. 
The prisoners were m arched over to the 
old cam p on W ounded Knee. The bat­ 
talion surrounded Hie Indian cam p and 
kciit vigilant guard over them during the 
night. 
Col. Forsythe ordered all the Indians to 
come forward away from the tents. 
They 
came and sat in a half-circle until counted. 
The dism ounted troops were then throw n 
around them, Company K, Cajit. Wallace, 
and Com pany B, Capt. Vam u rn. The or­ 
der was theu given to twenty Indians to go 
and get their gutta. 
Upon returning it wa* 
seen th at only two guns were had. aud a 
detachm ent at once togan to search the vil­ 
lage, resulting In thirty-eight guns being 
found. 
As this task was about completed, the 
Indians, surrounded by Companies K and 
IS, began to move. 
Ail of a Midden they 
threw their hands to the ground and began 
firing rapidly at the »rooj«s not twenty feet 
away. 
The troops were at a great disad­ 
vantage, fearing shooting of their own 
comrades. 
The Indian men, women and 
children then ran to the south, the battery 
firing rapidly as they ran. 
Boon the m ounted troops were after them, 
shooting Diem down en every side. 
The 
engagem ent lasted fully an hour and a 
half. 
Tc the south many took refuge iii a 
ravine, from which it was difficult to dis­ 
lodge them . 
it is estim ated that the soldiers killed and 
wounded num ber about fifty. Just now it 
la im possible to state the exact num ber of 
dead Indians. 
Many rn re than filly, how­ 
ever, killed outright. 
The soldiers are 
•hooting the Indians down wherever found. 
no quarter being given by any one. 
Capt. Wallace, K troop, with cavalry,was 
killed, and Lieut. Carrington, of Arctic 
lame, was shot through the arm at the 
elbow. 
The troop* are still firing from Hie 
cam p and pursuing the enemy in every di­ 
rection. 


PIN E RIDGE ATTACK ED. 


Indians M aking aa Effort to Roach and 
B ara tho Affoaog. 
R u sh v ille, Neb., Dec.31 .—When the 
news of to-day’s fight reached the agency at 
Pine Ridge pandemonium 
broke loose 
among the 6.000 .Indians gathered there 
and a targe number of these broke away. 
Tim friendly Indiana, including Red Cloud, 
joined the army force* uuder Gen. Brooke. 
At sundown fighting had commenced 
within three miles of the agency buildings, 
and a determined effort was being made 
by the reds to reach aud burn the agency. 
An Indian village of friendlies in plain 
sight of the agency was seen to go up in 
flames just before dark. 
These fact were from an official courier 
who was an eye witness to the trouble that 
occurred at and near the agency. 
He came 
here by order of the agency authorities, 
bringing special dispatches and to warn the 
settlers everywhere to be on their guard. 
The captain of the R ushville hom e guard 
received official notice from the agency this 
afternoon to m ake every possible prepara­ 
tion for defending the town and to see th at 
adjacent settlers were notified. 
Soon the 
terrified people c a n e in, and before ntid- 
night the town was crowded. 
It is thought 
by all cooler heads that no Im m inent dan­ 
ger threatens the railroad towns. 
To-day *s battle has made it alm ost certain 
th at a bloody war will follow. 
A large 
num ber of warriors who favored peace have 
gone to the B a^feuids, and now, w ith a 
strong force of fighting bucks, it will be a 
difficult m atter to dislodge K icking Bear. 
Two Strike’s band was coming in toward 
Hic agency, but now it is certain Uiey will 
turn back.

Its p ossible 
value as an aid in the cure of drunk- 
ar« ls has done as much as anything 
else to attract favorable attention 
to it; but Dr. Norman Kerr, whose 
exp erience in the treatm ent of in­ 
ebriates is extensive, lias given his 
testimony against it. Since he dis­ 
cussed th« * subject some time ago be­ 
fore the British Medical Association, 
in a p ap er entitle« ! “Should Hyp no­ 
tism Have a Recognised Place in Or­ 
dinary Therap eutics?” he has been 
confirmed in his distrust of the ai- 
lege« l hyp notic cure. In rep ublish­ 
ing liis p ap er he says his own exp eri- 
en« *e, with th a t of liis p rofessional 
colleagues, who, like himself would 
have been gla« l to find in hyp notism 
a 
safe and reliable remedy, has 
shown him th a t hyp nosis is not re­ 
liable, and is, esp ecially from its p os­ 
sible after consequences, unsafe. He 
says he keep s liis mind op en for fur- 
ther evidence, but in the meantime 
he regards the alleged a« lvantages of 
hyp notism as far outweighed by its 
disadvantages and dangers.

Burned Barn and Horses. 
On Friday evening of last week, 
just after the D is p a tc h was published, 
fire broke out in Gerg en & Mooere’ 
larg e livery stable ou Sixth street 
south. 
A heavy g ale was blowing 
from the northwest at the timi* and it 
was impossible to save the building 
althoug h the department was immedi­ 
ately on the g round and the water 
service was excellent. 
The tire orig i­ 
nated in the hay loft and prol>ably 
caug ht from a spark blown from the 
chimney into the larg e ventilator in 
the center of the roof, and which fur­ 
nished an excellent draft to fan the 
tlames.

The fire burned so fiercely that it was 
with difficulty that the animals were 
released, and many that escaped w ith 
their lives were minus manee and 
tails so cloeely did the ñ ame g et be­ 
fore they could be driven out.

horses, a cow and calf were burned to 
death, three of the horses and cow be­ 
long ing to A. Honnett. the other two 
horses belong ing to John Bradford 
and A. T. Kimball. 
In the front of 
the barn on the first fioor and in the 
second story were stored the numerous 
eleg ant bug g iee and cutters of the 
firm, and while most of the bug g iee 
on the g round fioor were saved it was 
with difficulty, as the smoke made it 
almost an impos» ibility, as it was 
necessary to g et down on hands and 
knees to locate them and crawl to 
where they wero then 
m ake a run for 
the door. 
The eleg ant new hearse of 
Lynch A Gallup stood so far back 
that it wiu impossible to save it. The 
department did excellent service in 
saving Wm. Gustafson’s residence 
which stood only 50 feet from the 
barn and which was enveloped in 
flames several times. 
The exact lose 
cannot be estimated, but Mr. Gerg en 
informs us that $ 10,000 will not en­ 
tirely cover it. 
An insurance of $ 3,- 
000 was on the building , and $ 
1,200 
on the rig s stored up-stairs. 
There 
was also an insurance of $ 400 on 
Lynch A Gallup’s hearse. 
It is the intention of the firm to re­ 
build, and we understand that the 
new structure will be of brick ou the 
old site.

Burned Barn and Horses. 
On Friday evening of last week, 
just after the D i s p a t c h was published, 
fire broke out in Gergen & Mooers’ 
large livery stable on Sixth street 
south. 
A heavy gale was blowing 
from the northwest at the time and it 
was impossible to save tho building 
although the department was immedi­ 
ately on the ground and the water 
service was excellent. 
The tire origi­ 
nated in the hay loft aud probably 
caught from a spark blown from the 
chimney into the large ventilator in 
the center of the roof, and which fur­ 
nished an excellent draft to fan the 
flames. 
It seemed almost as soon as 
the fire was discovered that it had ex­ 
tended from one end of the barn to 
the other, and immediate attention 
was given to getting out the horses, 
there being some 70 or 80 in the barn 
The fire Iwrned so fiercely that it was 
with difficulty that the animals were 
released, and many that escaped with 
their lives were minus manes and 
tails so closely did the flame get be­ 
fore they could be driven out. 
Five 
horses, a cow and calf were burned to 
death, three of the horses and cow be­ 
longing to A. Honnett. the other two 
horses belonging to John Bradford 
and A. T. Kimball. 
In the front of 
the barn on the first floor and in the 
second story were stored the numerous 
elegant buggies and cutters of the 
firm, and while most of the buggies 
on the ground floor were saved it was 
with difficulty, as the smoke made it 
almost an impossibility, as it was 
necessary to get dow’n on hands and 
knees to locate them arid crawl to 
where they were then make a run for 
the door. 
The elegant new hearse of 
Lynch A Gallup stood so far back 
that it was impossible to save it. The 
department did excellent service in 
saving Wm. Gustafson’s residence 
which stood only 50 feet from the 
bam and which was enveloped in 
flames several times. 
The exact loss 
cannot be estimated, but Mr. Gergen 
informs us that $10,000 will not en­ 
tirely cover it. 
An insurance of $3,- 
000 was on the building, and $1,200 
on the rigs stored upstairs. 
There 
was also an insurance of $400 on 
Lynch A Gallup’s hearse. 
It is the intention of the firm to re­ 
build, and we understand that the 
new structure will be of brick on the 
old site. 


Midden Death of F. G. Sandberg.

G. Sundberg was dead.

berg had been ill for some days with 
pneumonia, but his condition was re­ 
po rted as improved, and it was con­ 
fidently expected that ho was out of 
danger.

Tumble Weeds Stop a Train, 
Probably most of the readers of 
the Oregonian have seen or heard of 
the tumble weed, but for the benefit 
of an} one who have not, it may be 
said that it is a bushy plant, growing 
18 inches to two feet in height, hav­ 
ing a small root and the branches all 
curving inW?.rds at the top. giving 
the full-grown weed a globular shape. 
These weeds grow and flourish on 
summer fallowed lands in {‘arts of 
eastern Oregon 
and 
Washington 
Territory 
railroad, between 
Hunt 
Junction and Pendleton. 
In the fall, 
when the summer fallow is seeded, 
the harrows tear up these weeds, but 
they are tough and wiry and are not 
broke up much as they lie around on 
the fields like balls. 
The first wind 
starts the balls rolling, and away they 
go for the first fence or railroad cut. 
The line above mentioned is not 
fenced, and a short time ago these 
weeds piled into the cut# on it about 
Helix, in some places as high as the 
headlights of the engine, and on ac­ 
count of their being crushed under 
the wheels and ’’greasing” the track 
they held a train loaded with stock 
all night on the line. A gentleman 
who was on the train says that the 
weeds coming 
skipping over the 
banks into the cut in the dusk of 
evening looked for all the world like 
a bank of sheep following their leader 
into the cut.—Portland Oregonian.

The following from the Pioneer 
Press will be interesting to our read­ 
ers, as Miss Sylvester is well-known 
in Brainerd: 
The governor’s action in pardoning 
Murray will canso no special auprise

particularly 
among those who have given the case 
any special att mr ion. It has been 
known that ocveral parties who did 
not believe Murray guilty of the 
crime for which he was sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment, have been 
engaged in a movement* to secure his 
pardon. A good many facts which 
were not developed at the trial have 
since coma to light, and a good many 
persons who formerly believed Mur­ 
ray guilty have voluntarily informed 
his friends that they would gladly 
sign a petition for his pardon. The 
occurrence whieh led to Murray’s in­ 
carceration happened three years ago. 
Murray was an employment agent 
Mary Sylvester was engaged as clerk 
about his office. The two went to a 
place of amusement together, and 
afterward west to a resort at 112 Third 
street south, kept by Mrs. Sawyer. 
About 3 o’clock tho next morning 
people in that aud the adjoining build­ 
ing were aroused bv cries, and Miss 
Sylvester was found prostrate in the 
alley 
Miss Sylvester aud asked her what 
was the matter said she replied, “I 
fell out the window! I fell out the 
window!” 
A short time afterward 
Dr. Kilvington arrived. Thereafter 
the young woman said she jumped 
from the wiudow so aa to avoid the 
improper approaches of Murray. The 
girl was kept in a secluded place, and 
it was represented she was in a dying 
condition. 
A fund of several thou­ 
sand dollars was soon raised by a 
sympathetic public, and A. J. Blet hen, 
Dr. Kilvington and Col. Platt B. 
Walker were appointed guardians. 
Miss Svlvaster was apparently in 
splendid health when she appeared at 
Murray's trial, which occurred at 
Buffalo, Minn 
on account of the 
strong prejudice whieh existed against 
the accused in Minneapolis. 
Judge 
Hicks presided. Later developments 
have satisfied his honor that Murray 
should not be in the penitentiary. 
About eighteen months ago the judge 
told a Pioneer Press reporter that he 
was entirely *ntiHfi**d that Murray was 
innocent of attempted rape, the crime 
for which bo was convicted. It is 
supposed that Jadge Hicks aided in 
securing Murray’s pardon.

English Law. 
When Aaron Burr was in England 
the Spanish minister asked for his 
expatriation the ground that he had 
been guilty of undertaking an expe­ 
dition against the Spanish-American 
colonies. 
British authorities were 
bound to take notice of this demand 
and to give due consideration to the 
international question Involved by 
the course of the Spanish ambassa­ 
dor. The diplomatic relations of the 
three great powers, 
tile 
Inked 
States. Spain and Great Britain, 
were to some extent involved. Mr. 
Buw was summoned to appear, and 
was given an opportunity of making 
his own defense. He boldly declared 
and claimed his right as a British 
subject under Mugna Charta to re­ 
main unmolested in the country to 
which he owed allegiance—th at be 
was entitled to protection by virtue 
of his birth under the British gov­ 
ernment long before the independ­ 
ence of America, and th at Great 
Britain could not refuse to recognize 
the right of any subject born within 
the realm of its colonies. Many law­ 
yers were consulted on the subject, 
and after very full consideration it 
was determined th at the position 
taken by Mr. Burr was the correct 
one under the English laws. 
The 
negotiations ceased, and the Span­ 
ish ambassador had the mortifica­ 
tion of witnessing the tolerated pres­ 
ence of Aaron Burr in London, re­ 
cognized as a subject of Great Brit­ 
ain and at the same time a citizen of 
the United States of America.

Ladies will be interested to I lear of 
the thirteen paint of garters ordered 
for the Princes* Sophie of Prussia, 
the bride of the Puke of .Sparta, ac­ 
cording to old Hohenzollern custom. 
These were not for weaF, but for dis­ 
tribution as souvenirs of the mar­ 
riage. In ruder times, and even still 
in less exalted ranks of life, the bride’s 
garter was and is a kind of perquisite 
for the bridesmaids, to be cut up and 
shared among them to bring each 
young lady good fortune. In Ger­ 
many each bride of the Hohenzollerns 
gives a garter to be laid un in the 
museum at Berlin. The collection is 
beautiful and curious, some fifty or 
sixty in number, from the homeliest 
in quality to the richest embroidery 
on silk and dazzling with jewels. The 
thirteenth pair of Princess Sophie’s 
are of pale blue silk and clasped with 
large cfiamond bucklers. These are 
the historical garters sent back to 
her own country after the ceremony. 
Of the remaining twelve it is under­ 
stood th at she gave one to the reign-, 
ing sovereign, and the other eleven 
to the Greek nobles of high rank who 
attended the bridegroom to the altar. 
All the thirteen pairs of garters have 
gold buckles with the bride’s initials 
in diamonds; but the blue and white, 
supposed to bring good

The Danger of Tea Drinking. 
It is a great misfortune that th* 
popular name for a person who ab­ 
stains from all alcoholic liquors is a 
teetotaler; the term has fostered the 
idea that tea is a harmless beverage, 
and it is no doubt true that the mod- 
erat. use of w a llin g and not very 
strong tea is less Harmful than. the 
habitual resort to any other sui!!!!* 
lant. When, however, tea-drinking 
ceases to be the amusement of the 
leisure moment of a busy afternoon, 
and is resorted to in large quantities 
and strong infusions as a means of 
stimulating the flagging energies to 
accomplish the allotted task, then 
distinct danger commences. A break­ 
down may ensue in more than one 
way; not infrequently the stimulus 
which tea in time fails to give us is 
sought in alcohol, and the atonic 
flatulent dyspepsia which the astrin­ 
gent decoction made by long drawing 
induces, helps to drive the victim to 
seek a temporary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or even eau de Cologne, which 
is at first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
predisposed person the 
Tiorphine 
habit is established with ext raordi­ 
nary rapidity. It bae been paid that 
as long as a person taken stimulant* 
simply for their taste he is comparer 
tively safe, but as soon as he begins 
to drink for the effect, then he is run­ 
ning into danger. 
This is perhaps 
to state the case, for stimulants rath­ 
er too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people eliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomania. — British Medical 
Journal.
